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Some  of  the  most  interesting  items  still  available  to  collectors 
are’  the  annual  passes  issued,  by  nearly  every  railroad  and  steamship 
company  that  ever  existed.  Yet  neither  Numismatists  nor  Vecturists 
.  haye._r’ecognized  these  colorful  and  historical  little  cards  as  a  branch 
of  numismatics  where  they  rightfully  belong.  It  has  remained  for  rail¬ 
road  buffs  to  collect  and  preserve  them.  In  the  opinion  of  this  collec¬ 
tor,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  before  the  annual  pass  attains  recogni¬ 
tion  as  the  ’’paper  money  of  transportation  token  collecting."  Paper 
tickets  and  transfers  might  conceivably  fall  under  this  same  classifi¬ 
cation  but  they  lack  the  durability,  the  esthetic  appeal  and  the  beauty 
.  of  engraving. 

"  Railroad  passes  were  first  issued  over  one  hundred  years  ago  as 

•'  '  an  exchange  courtesy.  Railroad  employees  who  found  it  necessary  to 
travel  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  were  issued  passes  by  all 
railroads  over  whose  lines-  they  traveled.  Most  railroads  found  the 
.  courtesy  mutually  beneficial  and  the  practice  >^5  extended  to  include 
top  officials  even  though  their  traveling  requirements  did  not  warrant 
it  •  • 

I  '  .  •  •  , 

SJ  ■  Prom  the  1870’s  through  the  early  1900*3,  scores  of  short  line 

railroads  were  in  existence  and  most  of  them  issued  hundreds  of  court esy 
passes  beyond  the  actual  need  of  working  employees.  It  seems  that 
-competition  between  the  lines  extended  beyond  freight  and  passengers 
beoa-use  most  of  the  top  brass  of  nearly  every  ra.ilroad  became  so  over¬ 
burdened  with  annual  passes  that  they  found  it  highly  impractical  to 
carry  all  of  them  around — let  alone  use  them.  The  greatest  share  of 
'these  passes  probably  found  their  way  into  old  time  roll  top  desks  at 
the  office,  or  were  stored  in  the  .library  at  home,  vrhich  accounts  for 
the  numerous  specimens  still  in  like-new  condition  that  have  been 
tracked  down  and  acquired  by  collectors. 

After  completing  a  certain  period  of  employment,  rank-and-file 
"'  and  non- supervisory  employees  were  also  issued  annual  passes.  'After 
completing  an  additional  period  of  service,  many  of  them  became  eligi¬ 
ble  for  passes  on  connecting  lines.  Many , roads  also  included  the  names 
of  wives  and 'Children  oh  the'  passes.  This  sounds  tantamount  tovaward- 
ing  veteran  mail  carriers  with  the  right  to  hike  free  in  any" National 
Porest. 

In  more  recent  years,  as  mergers  put'  one  short  line  after ‘another 
out  of  business,  the  traveling  railroad  men  had  fewer  and  fewer  passes 
to  contend  with  and  these  were  usually  stuck  in  billfolds  where  they 
became  soiled,  and  frayed  and  sometimes  trimmed,  all  of  which  makes 
'■  them  less  desirable  to  collectors. 

Any  attempt  the  railroads  made  to  issue  annual  passes  to.  anyone 
outside  the  railroad  industry  was  frowned  upon  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment.  In  the  early  days  of  railroading,  there  -were  some  high  ranking 
politicians  and  businessmen  who  were  favored'  with  annual  passes.  It 
was  suggested  that  such  practice  would  be  a  form  of  favoritism  and 
would  lead  to  highly  questionable--if  not  outright  illegal,  deeds. 
Actually,  though,  the  passes  would  have  had  little  true  value  because 
<h— the  small,  short  lines  that  issued  them  were  rarely  engaged  in  inter¬ 
state  commerceV  and  seldom  had  scheduled  passenger  service.  These 
passes  were,  more  often  than  not,  valued  as  a  prestige  gift.  Some  were 
prized  for  their  intrinsic  value.  Otto  Hears,  the  engineering  genius 
of  the  Rio  Grande  Southern,  a  short-lived  but  wealthy  raining  railroad.

For  almost  four  years  I  have  been  collecting  chauffeur  badges. 
Thirty-three  states  are  -already  represented  in  my  display.  I  try  to 
obtain  three  badges;  from  each  state,  and  then  go  on  to  the  next  one. 

At  present  I  am  urgently  in  need  of  badges  from  Wisconsin,  Utah, 

Nevada,  Montana,  North  DaRota  and  South  Dakota.  These  six  have  eluded 
me  at  every' turn,  but  I  just  hate  to  give  up. 

In  case  you  are  not  familiar  with  what  a  chauffeur  badge  is,  I 
will  try  and  explain.  They  are  made  of  metal and  were  issued  by 
the  states  every  year  to  truck  drivers.  The  name  of  the  state,  the  ■  < 
words  ’'Registered  Chauffeur",  the  date  of  issue,  and  a  number  usually" 
found 'in  the  center,  is  contained  on  the  badge.  These  badges  came 
in  a  variety  of  shapes,  and  the  shapes  were  changed  from  year  to 
year.  Michigan  started  issuing  chauffeur  badges  in  1916,  and  dis-  , 
continued  them  in  1939.  All  but  two  of  these  years  are  already  in 
my  collection. 

'  Does  anyone  know  whether  or  not  the  State  of  Wisconsin  ever 
issued  State  Chauffeur  badges?  I  am  in  hot  pursuit  of  a  Wisconsin  ..  . 
badge,  but  perhaps  I  am  just  chasing  a  Ghostl

Patriot  Civil  War  Tokens  were  designed  to  sell  to  merchants  who 
did  not  desire  to  pay  for  die  work,  hut  needed  the  ’’tokens  as  emergency 
coinage.  The  Patriots  bore  no  merchant's  advertisement,  and  usually 
contained  patriotic  slogans.  *It  must  have  been  obvious  to  token  makers 
in  the  20th  century  that  they  coul'd-  likewise  sell  trade  checks  with  no 
merchant's  name  or- ad.  Some  enterprising  ag-ents  of  the  manufacturers 
conceived  the  idea  of  purchasing  a  quantity .of  ” standard"  checks,  and 
selling  them,  to  appropriate  users. 

Tha  users- of  amusement  (slot' machine,  vending  machine,  pin  ball 
machine,  etc.)  tokens  used  quite  a  number  of  "standard"  tokens.  Amuse¬ 
ment  tokens  will  be  the  subject  of  a  forthcoming  article  to  be  published 
in  "The  Numisma.tic  Scrapbook". 

Modern  .trade  checks  are  never  the  same  size  as  legal., coins ,  and 
during  the  20th  century  have  been  made  in  numerous  quantities.  No 
tokens  or  checks  have  been  made  of  legal  coin"  size  since  1944,  due  to 
existing  United  States  laws. 

•'•‘•  A  whole  series  of  checks  were  made  with  numbers,  or  denominations , 
of  1 ,  5,  10,  25>  50  and  1.00  either  on  both  obverse  and  reverse,  or  on 
therp^b verse  only.  Most  trade  checks  are  counterstamped.  with  a  merchant's 
name,  although  some  have  no  identifying  counterstamp.

One  of  the  largest  token  manufacturers  discontinued  token  making 
in  1951.  loRiile  in  business  they  Issued  tokens  to  a  number  of  their 
distributors  either  plain  for  distribution,  containing  merchant’s  im¬ 
printing,  or  containing  incused  names  on  a  "standard"  trade  check.

Numerous  writers  have  cautioned  collectors  not  to  spread  their  Interests 
too  thin.  This  is  excellent  advice.  The  collecting  of  neglected 
mavericks  of  this  type  should  be  most  interesting  and  inexpensive. 
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EARLY  POLITICAL  MEDALS' 

Political  medals  were  the  father  of  our  present  day  political 
buttons.  The  first  use  of  campaign  buttons  was  in  the  election  of 
1824,  according  to  an  expert  on  the  subject — J.  Doyle  DeWitt.  Small 
brass  medals  were  struck  by  Andrew  Jackson’s  supporters^  similar  to  the 
medal  he  had  been  awarded  by  Congress  for  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans. 
The  idea  caught  on  'to  wear  these  medals  around  the  neck  on  a  ribbon 
or  string.  Later,  the  development  of  the  ferrotype  provided  an 
inexpensive  method  of  producing  photographs.  •  These  were  pasted  on 
pins  and  v/orn  by  the  candidate  *^3  supporters.  '

I)tii:ing'  the;  recent’ past ,  there  has  been  a  resurgence  of  interest 
in  mo'st"  phases  of,  exonuma.  Catalogues  of  medals  and  tokens  on  a  var¬ 
iety  of" topics  haVe  appeared,  and  have  been  well  received  by  the 
collecting  public.  There  are  many  series  or  types  left,  hov/ever,  to 
be  cataloged  and-  studied.  Among  these  is  the  series  of  soap  tokens. 

After  World  War  I,  a  new  style  of  advertising  and  promotion  went 
into -effect.  There  was  the  hard  sell,  the  soft  sell,  and  the  subtle 
selll ■  National  distribution  of  magazines,  as  well  as  the  growing  num* 
her  of  home  radios  and  radio  stations,  brought  many  items  and  the 
manufacturing  companies  into- a  prominence  that  they  had  never  enjoyed 
before.  -Small  companies  were  merging,  or  selling  out  to  larger  com¬ 
panies.,  forming  giants  in  the  consumer  goods  fields.  These  giant 
concerns  Used  many  hovel  methods  of  advertising,  but  it  was  primarily,; 
the  big  soap  companies  that  came  up  with  a  new  twist  on  an  old  idea. 

Merchant  tokens  had  been' used  in  the  United  States  since  Colonial 
times.  Usually  these  tokens  were  good  for  a  given  amount  of  purchase 
power and- redeemable  only  at  the  issuer's  store.  The  soap  companies 
pioneered • the  idea"  of  the  discount  token.  Procter  and  Gamble,  Colgate 
Palmolive-Peet ,  and  other  companies  issued  tokens  either  giving  a 
discount,  or  a  free  cake,  bar,  or  box  of  soap  with  a  stated  purchase. 
Soap  -  companies  had  issued  coin-like  pieces  before,  but  those  had  al¬ 
most  always  been  simply  store  cards,  or  advertising  tokens. 

Miller  listed  several  of  the  early  soap  tokens.  Among  these  is 
his  #125  Dobbins  Soap  -  Philadelphia,  Pa.  1/2  disme  token;  and  his 
#397A  Prof.  Johnson  Soap.  Even  though  the  Dobbins  token  carries  the 
denomination  of  l/2  disme  token,  this  writer  feels  that  it  was  used 
more- as  van  advertising  token,  or  store  card,  rather  than  as  a  token 
of  commerce. 

As  early  merchants  in  other  lines  of  merchandising  had  done,  some 
soap  companies  countermarked  coins  to  carry  their  advertisement.  The 
countermark  "PEARS  SOAP"  was  placed  on  French  10  centime  pieces  dated 
1862,  1866  and  .1880.  :  The  soap  trade  name,  "SAPOL"  Was  stamped  on 
French  centime  pieces. 

In  the  1930’s  intensive  competition  developed  between  the  larger 
soap  companies,  but  for- some  reason  they  followed  more  or  less  the 
same  line  of  advertising.  Soap  company  sponsored  radio  dramas  evolved 
during  this  era,._and  were  promptly  dubbed  "soap  operas.”  Newspaper 
and  magazine  advertising  was  used  extensively,  and  discount  tokens 
were  issued, 

A  typical  Procter  and  Gamble  token  is  of  aluminum,  square,  and 
27mm,  in  size.  The  obverse  reads,  "GOOD  FOR  /  2  CAICES  /  P  &  G  the 
white  /  naphtha  soap  /  FREE  /  with  the  purchase  of  /'  either  1  pkg. 
OXYDOL  /  (25'/  size)  /  or  1  pkg.  CHIPSO  /  (large  size")  • "  The  reverse 
reads,  ”T0  DEALERS:  /  This  coupon  check  /  when  terms  of  the  arrange¬ 
ment  have  /  been  complied  with,  /  will  be  redeemed  at  /  the  usual 
retail  /  price.  /  Procter  &  Gamble  /  191  G.P."

A  token  Issued  by  the  Palmolive-Peet  Company  at  about  the  same 
time  is  brass,  round,  and  35mm.  in  diameter.  The  obverse  rco,ds, 

"GOOD  FOR  /  ONE  CAKE  /  PALMOLIVE  /  SOAP  FREE  /  VfflEN  YOU  BUY  /  ONE 
CAKE."  The  reverse,  in  ten  lines  gives  the  retail  dealer  about  the 
same  information  as  the  Procter  and  Gamble  token. 
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THe  list  of  trade  names  appearing  on  soap  tokens  is  an  impressive 
one.  Some  manufacturers  still  market  products  under  some  of  the  same 
trade  names;  other  brands  are  now  long  forgotten.  Soaps  that  were 
named  on  tokens  include,  Ivory,  Lava,  Camay,  Crystal  Cocoa,  Crystal 
White,  Palmolive,  Peets,  Kirkmans,  P  &  G,  Oxydol,  Chipso,  Jap  Rose, 
and  no  doubt  many  others* 


There  are  also  tokens  that  tie  in  with  soap  tokens,  either  in 
tvie  fact  that  they  were  issued  by  soap  companies,  or  the  advertised 
product  is  used  with  soap.  Dental  cream,  hair  cream  and  blueing 
tokens  have  been  Issued,  and  in  this  writer’s  opinion,  can  and  should 
be  included  with  soap  tokens. 


And  so  the  task  remains  for  some  dedicated  collector-researcher 
to  catalog,  or  at  least  compile  a  trial  listing  of  these  tokens* 


TAKE  PRECAUTIONS- 1  1 1  I 


The  collectors  of  Holland,  Michigan  are  being  plagued  by  a  series 
of  break-ins.  On  the  evening  of  October  12th,  between  7:30  and  9:30, 
the  home  of  our  Secretary,  Harriet  J.  Nordhof,  was  burglarized.  Her 
entire  coin  and  paper  money  collection  was  stolen,  as  well  as  some 
valuable  tokens  and  medals.  An  estimated  numismatic  value  of  *25500,00 
was  lost.  Two  silver  bars  (123.73  oz.  and  93.01  oz.),  a  large  collec¬ 
tion  of  Washington  tokens  and  medals,  several  rare  Bryan  pieces,  as 
well  as  a  large  quantity  of  type  coin  material,  Canadian  proof-like 
sets,  and  other  items  was  stolen.  Two  of  the  lots  from  the  Mich-TAMS 
auction  were  taken.  A  complete  list  is  available  on  request. 

On  October  21st,  the  home  of  another  Holland  Mich-TAMS  Member  was 
broken  into,  but  the  burglars  were  evidently  scared  off  when  someone 
returned  home,  and  therefore  they  had  ;just  broken  in  when  it  was  time 
to  leave. 


Two  days  later,  on  October  23rd,  the  home  of  Jim  Prans  got  a 
going-over.^  Jim  had  taken  precautions  however,  and  the  thieves  were 
unable  to  -find  anything.  They  did  ramsack  his  entire  home  and  did 
considerable  damage  to  hi's  doors  and  other  property,  • 

^  In  addition  to  these,  there  have  been  more  than  twenty-five  others 
in  the  Holland  area  during  the  last  three  months.  Many  of  these  have 
direct  connections  with  one  another,  as  well  as  being  connected  in 
several  instances  with  Holland  area  collectors.  The  culprits  have  been 
using  the  phone  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  potential  victim  is 
at  home,  and  several  of  the  collectors  are  reporting  strange  phone 
calls. 

Ho  home  is  considered  burglar  proof!  About  the  only  thing  that 
is  thought  of  as  being  safe  these  days  is  to  store  your  collection  in 
Safety  Deposit  boxes  in  the  bank.  This  of  course  takes  most  of  the 
enjoyment  out  of  having  it,  and  is  certainly  not  a  desirable  situation. 
When  a  collection  that  has  taken  you  a  lifetime  to  collect,  however, 
is  wiped  out  in  a  matter  of  minutes,  it  gets  mighty  discouraging.  The 
idea  that  it  can’t  happen  to  you,  might  be  a  mighty  costly  one.  Be 
sure  to  take  all  possible  precautions  to  insure  the  security  of  your 
collections. 


CLEANING  AND  PRESERVATION  OF  TOKENS  &  MEDALS 
By  -  Melvin  Puld,  MTMS  #141 
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In  Inspecting  a  number  of  collections,  I  was  struck  with  the  fact 
most  tokens  and  medals  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation^ and 
stored.  Some  items  might  need  cleaning,  however,  to  make  them 

presntable. 

J.  B.  Findley  in  his  “Conjurers,  -Coins  and  Medals''  lists  the 
following  metals  in  regular,  highly  polished,  matt,  and  dull  finish. 
Aluminum,  Brass,  Bronze,  Chrome,  Copper,  German  Silver,  Gilt,  Magnatized, 
Silver,  Silver  Finish  and  White  Metal.  Findley  likewise  lists  Metal; 
Light,  Heavy,  Very  Thin,  Thin,  Thick,  Very  Thick  without  mentioning  the 

type  metals. 

Probably  more  pieces  have  been  ruined  by  inexpert  cleanings -than 
by  any  other  cause.  In  any  case,  the  grade  of  a  coin  or  item^  is,- not /" 
improved  by  cleaning.  A  "fine"'  coin  does  not  become  brillian  unc  rcu 
lated"  after  a  quick  rub-up  with  metal  polish,  which  if  used  will  do 
more  harm  than  good.  Unsightly  ..surface  graase  and-dlrt  can  sometimes 
be  removed  with  cotton  balls  dipped  in  lighter  fuel  or  minera  sp  r  s. 
An  alternate  procedure  is  to  use  ordinary  soap  or.  detergent  and  water, 
going  over  the  piece  with  a'very  soft  brush  (not  nylon  or  synthetic  '■ 
fiber).  Afterwards,  rinse  the  specimen  well  and  dry  thoroughly. 

Silver  coins  tarnish  and  oxidize  quite  quickly.  The  first  and  most 
important  rule  about  silver,  or  other  metals,  is  never  attempt  to  clean 
a  "proof",  highly  polished  or  mirror  finish  coin. ^  This  is  nigh  on  to 
impossible  because  the  delicate  surface  of  the  coin  is  easily . scratched . 

There  have  been  many  articles  written  about  the  cleaning  of  silver 
coins,  and  I  will  attempt  to  give  you  the  most  effective  methods. 

One  of  the  old  standbys  for  cleaning  silver  coins,  and  still _one  of 
the  most  effective  methods,  is  the  use  of  bicarbonate^ of  soda. 
is  one  interesting  thing  about  this  method,  and  that  is  if  the  i  c, 

is  used  as  a  dry  powder  instead  of  a  wet  paste,  the  coin  surface  will 
not  be  scratched  as  much.  This  method  is  effective  for  removing  common 
dirt  and  tarnish. 

For  removing  dirt  that  is  more  imbedded,  a  mixture  of  bicarbonate 
of-'soda  and  lemon  ;)uice  is  rather  effective.  Another  very  good  method, 
when  the  coin  is  only  slightly  tarnished,  is  the  electrolysis  method. 

The  coin  is  placed  in  a  diluted  solution  of  salt  or  bicarbonate  of  soda, 
and  placed  so  that  it  rests  upon  an  aluminum  surface.  The  solution  is 
then  slowly  boiled.  If  the  tarnish  is  heavy,  occasional  rubbing  might 
be  necessary  before  the  coin  becomes  clean.  The  main  advantage  of  this 
method  is  that  the  surface  of  the  coin  is  not  scratched,  and  that  it 
is  sometimes  helpful  for  cleaning  uncirculated  silver  pieces  that  are 

somewhat  discolored.. 

For  removing  surface  dirt  from  specimens,  successive  washings  in 

benzene;  alcohol  and  distilled  water  prove  to  be  most  effective.  If 
the  coin  is  not  free  of  d.irt  after  the  first  treatment,  several  re- 
applications  may  be  necessary.  Washing  the  coin  in  pure  soapsuds  can 
also  remove  some  of  the  ordinary  surface  grit. 

Still  another  method  sometimes  used,  is  to  rub  the  coin  lightly 
with  finely  powdered  chalk-dust.  I  do  not  recommend  this  method,  as 
It  dionds  to  scratch  the  surface  of  the  coin,  for  it  cleans  only  by  an  . 
abrasive  action.  The  same  applies  to  most  kitchen  silver  polishes,  for 
they  also  clean  by  abrasive  action.  The  use  of  commercial  buffers  also 
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clean  by  this  abrasive  action  and  removes  much  of  the  high  spots  of 
the  coins.  Jeweler's  rouge  makes  the  coin  shiny  at  the  expense  of 
the  high  areas  of  the  coin. 


Some  silver  tarnish  can  be' removed  with  "Silver  Dip", -a  solution 
that  can  be  obtained  in.  any -.coin  shop',  and  most  department  and  hard¬ 
ware  stores,  'Silver  dip  must  be  rinsed  .off  in  cold  water,  and  the 
coin  must  then  be  carefully  dried.  Handle  all  pieces  that  are  dipped 
with  a  reverse  type  tweezer  to  whieh-'a  piece  o'f  soft  rubber  foam  has 
been  cemented  on  the  inside.  This  is  a  good  practice  to  use  in  the 
handling  of  all  specimens,  regardless  of  what  method  is  used.  It  is 
unwise  to  allow  any  . tobacco  smoke,  to  come  In  contact  with  items  being 
handled,  as  the  smoke  may  affect  ’the  surface.

Mobile,  Alabama,  the  City  of  Six  Flags,  ms  located  on  its  present 
site  in  1711  as  the  Prench  capital  of  Louisiana.  •  In  1763  the  French 
ceded  Mobile  and  the  territory  east  of  the  Mississippi  to  Great  Britain. 
Spain  captured  Mobile  from  the  British  in  1779, and  controlled  the  city 
for  twenty-one  years.

’  Many  years  ago,  before  I  started  to  collect  anything,  I  found  my 
first  elongated  coin.  It  was  rolled  on  a  1910  Lincoln  cent.  On  the 
obverse  side  was  (I  thought)  a  deer's  head  and  the  letters  ’'B.P.O.E." 
This  of  course  represented  the  Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of 
Elks.  ..However,  not  knowing  this  at  the  time,  or  what  I  had,  or  the 
purpose  of  this  flattened  out  coin,  I  merely  tossed  it  into  my  other 
so-called  junk,  and  forgot  about  it. 

It  would  be  irrevalent  to  relate  my  early  interests  in  collecting. 
Like  most  of  us,  it  all  began  with  coins;  later  medals,  and  still 
later  specializing  in  series  of  medals;  and  again  like  most  phases  of 
collecting — it  was  endless. 

To  collect  a  variety  of  coins  or  medals,  I  had  to  become  knowl¬ 
edgeable  in  those  I  wished  to  obtain  or  had  acquired.  A  numismatic 
library  was  therefore  an  early  ambition.  This  was  soon  accomplished, 
as  I  sought  out  a  cross  section  of  literature  and  books  for  my  specific 
needs.  One  book  was  published  in  1965,  however,  and  since  it  had  no 
reference  to  anything  I  collected,  my  curiosity  was  aroused.  I  bought 
a  copy  of  "The  Elongated  Collector"  by  Dottle  Dow. 

With  every  collector  going  in  various  directions  of  numismatics 
or  ezonumav  it  all  seemed  to  me  like  a  rat  race.  "Now  what  about  this 
elongated  coin  thing,"  I  thought.  It  could  be  a  refreshing  challenge. 
With  this  enchantment  therefore,  I  sought  out  my  first  specimens.  It 
was  exciting  as  my  acquisitions  grew--espec ially  when  I  acquired  some 
of  the  older  issues. 

To  date,  no  one  has  come  up  with  an  elongated  coin  older  than 
those  made  in  1893  for  the  Columbian  Exposition.  Recently  it  was 
rumored  there  was  one  made,  earlier  in  Europe,  but  thus  far  nothing  to 
substantiate  this  as  a  fact  has  been  revealed.  Therefore,  elongateds 
are  relatively  young  in  comparison  with  other  phases  of  collecting. 

If  one  does  not  already  know  what  an  elongated  coin  is,  it  would 
be  best  to  explain  that  in  producing  one,  -a  coin,  token  or  medal  is 
placed  between  two  steel  rollers--one  roller  being  with  engraved  de¬ 
sign.  It  emerges  flattened  and  oval  in  shape.  The  obverse  is  embossed 
with  the  design,  while  the  reverse  may  retain  some  detail  of  the  coin 
from  which  it  was  rolled.  To • go  into  the  mechanics  of  the  rolling 
procedures,  would  best  be  saved  for  another  article. 

Designs  or  subjects  vary  in  elongateds.  These  are  most  fascina¬ 
ting  when  one  studies  the  workmanship  involved  in  producing  them. 

The  earlier  specimens  were  the  product  of  fairs  for  souvenirs.  Then 
advertising  cards  appeared,  as  well  as  those  issued  by  organizations 
representative  of  events  of  the  times  .or  in  honor  of  some  personality. 
In  effect,  this  is  not  much  different  than  the  subjects  found  on  many 
other  medals.  Most  outstanding  in  the  character  of  any  elongated  coin 
however,  are  the  engravings. 

In  days  past,  to  roll  a  coin  with  subject  matter  thereon,  steel 
dies  were  all  engraved  by  hand,  and  all  in-'' reverse-- (backwards  or  up- 
.side  down  as  one  would  think  of  it),  because  when  the  coin  passes  be¬ 
tween  the:  rollers,  it  finishes  up  with  the  design  right  side  up.  This 
is  actually  the  same  as  any  hub  or  die  readied  for  the  striking  of 
coins  or  medals.  The  only  difference  is  the  coin  is  rolled  instead 
of  being  struck. 
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To  collect  the  older  elongateds  Is  as  challenging  as  rare  coin 
collecting--scarc e  and  sometimes  costly.  However,  modern  elongateds 
have  appeared  on  the  scene  reasonable  in  price-and  easily  obtainable. 
During  the  past  three  years  new  rollers  have  come  into  being,  and  today 
perhaps  ten  exist  that  produce  them.  Most  dies,  however,  are  commer¬ 
cially  engraved,  and  somehow  the  nostalgic  beauty. has  been  lost. 
Nevertheless,  interest  is  growing,  as  is  the  organization  called  T.E.O. 
(The  Elongated  Collectors).  . 

There  is  much  that  could  be  said  about  the  modern 'elongated  in 
respect  to  design,  subject  matter,  price,  or  the  modern  engravers  of 
the  dies  and  the  producers  of  the  coins.  There  has  been  some  contro¬ 
versy  connected  with  every  aspect  mentioned  during  the  last  few  years. 
One  must  keep  in  mind  however,  that  the  people  who  produce  the  modern 
elongateds  are  usually  hobbiests  themselves •  -They  represent  a  very 
small  group 'who  have  dedicated  themselves  to  manufacturing  them  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  varied  opinions  from  all  sides.  __ 

Some  equipment  currently  in  operation  is  actually  that  used  at  the 
early  fairs,  while  others  use  modern  equipment.  Dies  are  seldom  en¬ 
graved  by  hand  on  the  modern  issues,  thus  the  services  of  commercial 
engravers  is  required.  To  make  ends  meet,  cost-wise,  the  manufacturer 
sells  wholesale,  or  else  produces  copies  by  the  thousands  for  sale. 

Each  manufacturer  seeks  out  which  is  best  for  his  ovm  situation. 

Having  personally  collected  elongateds  for  nearly  three  years,  my 
interest  has  covered  just  ab-out  every  phase  assoc iated..‘.with  them. 

With  the  aid  of  friendly  collectors,  I  was  able  to  locate  a  rolling 
machine,  circa  1925  or  so.  After  many  weeks  of  research,  as  well  as 
many  trials  and  errors,  I  produced  my  first  issues,.  .The.  hours  required 
to  produce  this  Issue  were  many,  .each  filled  with  anxieties,  .in., my 
aearch  to  find  the  secrets  of  the  "old  masters".  .'There  was  nobody  to 
consult  regarding  the  methods  of  die  segments,  engravings,  or  the  type 
of  steel  to  use.  To  provide  myself  with  commercial  engravers  was  too 
costly  for'  my  ideas  of  return  revenue,  I  ’was  determined  to  produce  the 
elongates  In  a  limited  amount,  so  as  not  to  exceed  the  demand.  I 
disapproved  of  the  idea  of  producing  them  in  the  thousands,  as  this 
would  destroy  the  value  of  the  spec.lmen'.'over  the  years'^.  I  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  make  only  enough  to-. .satisfy -the:  needs  of  those  who  wanted 
them,  and  decided  never  to  make  an  issue,  that  would  exceed  a  mintage  of 
250,  unless  it  was  a  subject  that  might  Interest  ot-'her  colDectors. 

Then  the  mintage  might  go  a  little,  higher. 

With,  these  goals  in  mind;,  I  tried  my,  band,  at  engraving  the.:  steel 
dies.  I  met  with  several' obsticles ,  but , -inasmuch  as  my  profession  is 
that  of  a  jeweler,  my  early  attempts  were,  eventually  successful.  My 
professional  background  in  design,  lettering  and  some  engraving  experi¬ 
ence  aided  me  along  the  way.  Soon  I  was  able  to' cut  (engrave)  a  well 
executed  die  in  about  fourteen  hours,  and  all  of  this  was  done  by  hand. 
Each  die  was  a  challenge.  As  the  months  passed  by,  and  aided  by  better 
hand  tools  and  some  sophisticated . equipment  as  well  as  experience,  the 
engraving  time  was  out  back  to  an  average  of  three. to  four  hours.  My 
subject  matter  was  selective.  Now  I  was  in  a  position  to  give  the 
collector  the  protection  of  low  mintage  Issues,  as*,  well  as  an  elongated 
coin  that  was  made  and  produced  exactly  as  it  was  in  by-gone  days.  I 
might  add,  with  due  modesty  and  respect  to  other  rollers,  I  am  the  only 
kno'wn  person  in  the  United  States,  who  produces  elongateds  from  start 
to  finish.  That  is,  all  the  designs  and  art  work 'for  the  subjects  is 
done  solely  by  myself.  Lov/  carbon  steel  segments  and  engraving  of

.these  dies,  along  with  all  of  the  processes  connected  with  the  dies, 
are  personally  made  by  myself.  Finally,  I  do  all  my  own  rolling  and 
distribution.  I  am  proud  to  boast  about  this.  To  date  I  have  engraved 
fifty-four  dies,  and  in  my  o.pinion..  eac.h  issue  is  worthy  of  placement  in 
anyone ^s .coliection.  lo  cite  an  example,  the  Apollo  7  Space  Shot  took 
fPlace  on  O'ctob’er •  1  1  ,  1968.  Two  hours  later,  the. .tribute  subject  was 
~on  the  drawing  board.  One  hour  after  "Splash  Down"  the  first  "Apollo 
7"  elongated  coin  was  made. 


As  for  the  elongated  hobby  today,  it  is  being  enjoyed  by  many. 

=  More  and  more  collectors  are  joining  in' the  search  for  the  older  Issues. 
Many  just  seek  the  modern  elongateds  in  whole  or  by  topic.  Some  collect 
in  "sets”  which  consist  of  those  rolled  on  each  United  States  denomina¬ 
tion,  or  those  on  foreign  coins. 

Regarding  prices,  there  is  much  to  be  desired  in  the  structure  of 
valuation  or  standardization  for  some  of  the  older  pieces.  A  recent 
mail  auction  bidder  was  successful!  in  paying  :^300'.00  for  a  single 
elongated,  and  yet  there  is  no  known  record  of  how  many  of  this  specimen 
were  made.  Ho  doubt,  there  is  a  need  for  more  knowledge  and  facts 
pertaining  to  the  minstage  of  the  earlier  issues  of  elongateds. 

;  It  is,,  with  pride  that  I  have  presented  to  the  reader,  this  small 

r  portion-of  information  pertaining  to  elongated  coins.  I  hope  that  I 
have  highlighted  this  interest  for  some  collectors.  I  would  be  only 
:  too  happy  to  acknowledge  all  inquiries  on  this  subject  if  anyone  cares 
to  write  to  me.  '

These  coins  somewhat  resemble  nickel  in’  appearance,  but  are  very 
hard  and -on  the  genuine  no  oxide  rust  or  corrosion  ever  appears;  the

and  a  limited  number  of  the  tokens  remain,  to  whet  the  curiosity  of 
the  coin  collector,  especially  the  "younger  brother"  who  would  prob¬ 
ably  not  even  know  what  they  were  should  he  happen  to  get  one.
